AMONG  the  various  species  of  ephemeral  writings  intended 
cither  for  amusement  or  instruction,  none  more  particularly  call 
for,  or  deserve  the  attention  of  the  public  than  those  which  pro¬ 
fess  to  expose  and  corrcft  the  follies  of  the  day.  Man,  from  his 
nature,  is  liable  to  tall  into  error.  The  most  sagacious  and  pene¬ 
trating  mind  can  never  hope  to  escape  without  being  sometimes, 
nay,  frequently,  deceived;  and  therefore  the  project  of  assuming 
a  privilege  of  presiding  over  the  manners  of  the  day,  cannot  be 
deemed  either  chimt>ica!  or  absurd.  It  is  to  be  supposed,  that  in 
so  flourishing  and  populous  a  city  as  Baltimore,  it  will  never  be 
found  a  task  of  difliculty  to  discover  personages  of  celebrity,  whe¬ 
ther  derived  from  virtuous  or  vicious  sources,  wl  11  j  ustlfy  our  se^ 
lecting  them  as  examples  to  be  either  zealously  pursued  or  care¬ 
fully  avoided.  1  believe  I  judgi.  correctly,  when  I  state  it  as  my 
•opinion  that,  among  the  fashionable  and  pclite  ci'-oles  of  our  ceU* 
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brated  metropolis,  there  are  to  be  found  numberless  opportunities 
of  exercising  our  talents  at  criticism,  and  that  the  vices  and  follies 
of  the  youth  of  Baltimore,  are  sufliciently  numerous  to  call  foj* 
correction  and  restraint. 

With  these  sentiments  and  under  these  impressions,  I  have  re 
solved  to  come  before  the  public  in  the  character  of  a  censor  ;  not 
for  the  purpose  of  meanly  exposing  defects  in  the  characters  of  in¬ 
dividuals,  whether  their  detection  be  beneficial  to  society  or  not, 
but  with  the  design  of  pointing  out  those  deformities  in  the  gene¬ 
ral  characters  of  our  citizens,  which  if  treated  in  a  lenient  and  deli¬ 
cate  manner  may  in  time  be  totally  eradicated.  Such  is  my  inten¬ 
tion  and  design  ;  and  as  I  will  be  enabled,  having  at  present  a  con¬ 
siderable  deal  of  leisure,  to  furnish  the  editors  of  The  Emerald 
with  one  or  tw^o  papers  every  week,  I  trust  the  plan  1  have  here 
given  a  brief  and  simple  sketch  of,  may  meet  their  approbation 
as  well  as  that  of  their  readers. 

In  my  next  number,  I  shall  edify  the  public  by  a  short  and  con¬ 
cise  history  of  my  life  ;  although  not  very  eventful,  it  may  afford 
food  both  for  reflection  and  amusement :  and,  however  insignifi¬ 
cant  T  may  be  with  regard  to  intellectual  qualifications,  I  trust  my 
advice  and  criticisms  may  in  time  prove  in  some  degree  beneficial 
to  the  society  of  which  I  now  constitute  an  unworthy  member.

THE  FALSE  PRINCE  OF  MODENA. 


Translation  of  an  Anecdote  of  the  eighteenth  century.

Young  Tarnaud  had  now  been  two  days  at  the  commandant's  ; 

When  they  were  just 
seated  at  table,  the  young  man  perceives  that  he  has  forgotten  his 
handkerchief — Rhodez  leaves  his  seat  and  goes  for  it.

‘‘  Mv  lord,’'  say  they  to  liliii,  '••you  cannot  conceal  voinseli 
from  us  ;  we  know  who  ^  on  are.”  1 1 e  then  leaves  the  talde, 
takes  the  commandant  aside  and  savs  to  him  :  I  difi  not  exp»*ct 

in  so  distant  a  country,  to  he  recoenized  so  soon.  Inloim  those 
gentlemen  that  I  insist  on  being  'mco^n'to  ;  and  that  I  am  for  eve¬ 
ry  body  the  count  dedkirnaud.  ’  Nadau  communicate^  to  all  pre¬ 
sent  the  prince’s  orders  ;  every  one  takes  leave  with  promises  of 
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keepini;  the  secret,  and  you  may  suppose  how  well  they  perform 
their  enji^agement. 

Our  colonies,  and  particularly  IMartinlque,  were  at  that  time  in 
a  very  critical  situation.  4'he  island  was  blockaded  by  the  En- 
j^iish  and  provisions  were  scarce ;  none  could  be  procured  but 
iVoin  the  neutral  islands  of  Curacoa  and  St.  Eustatlus.  These 
supplies,  in  their  own  nature  sulficiently  precarious  and  burden- 
some,  were  rendered  still  more  so  by  the  advices  of  some  of  the 
principal  officers,  who  sought  in  the  public  misery  for  means  to 
increase  their  private  fortunes.  At  the  head  of  these  was  the 
marquis  ot  Caylus,  governor  general  of  the  wlnwdard  Islands,  re¬ 
siding  at  Martinique  ;  he  was  a  man  of  extravagant  habits,  wliom 
the  embarrassment  of  his  affairs  forced  into  the  hands  of  a  crowd 
of  designing  people  who  led  him  into  speculations,  of  which  the 
profits  were  for  them  and  the  odium  for  him.  It  was  he  who  was 
the  jirinclpal  siib|ect  of  accusation  ;  his  subalterns,  whom  he  watch¬ 
ed  with  jealous  severity,  took  part  with  the  multitude  in  their  ani¬ 
mosity  against  him,  which  was  moreover  excited  by  the  scarcity 
now  beginning  to  be  felt  to  an  alarming  degree.  Discontent  was 
at  its  height  and  waited  only  lor  an  opportunity  of  declaring  it¬ 
self.  It  IS  easy  to  imagine  what  an  affect  was  produced  on  the 
minds  of  people  tliua  prepared,  by  the  news  of  the  arrival  of  the 
pretended  prince. 

Every  body  was  engaged  in  calculating  the  advantages  which 
would  result  to  the  colony  from  this  event.  No  one  asked  ; 
what  business  has  a  prince  of  IVI  odena  at  ^Martinique  ?  Why  has 
lie  come  in  such  a  manner  ?  What  does  he  mean  to  do  ?  or  if 
such  questions  chance  to  be  made,  there  are  answers  ready  to  all 
of  them.  Besides  four  or  five  persons  pretend  to  have  seen  him 
at  Paris,  and  whether  tlicv  believe  it  or  not,  declare  that  tliis  is  the 
man.  In  sliort  tliey  all  need  tlie  indulgence  of  hope,  and  their 
wishes  are  too  keen  to  admit  ot  doubt. 


Nadau  who  fancies  that  his  Ibrtune  is  made,  and  moreover  ex¬ 
cited  hy  individual  resentment  against  the  governor,  hastens  to 
lay  before  his  guest  the  complaints  of  the  whole  colony  ;  unveils 
♦  o  him  the  tricks  of  tlie  speculators  to  raise  the  pi  ice  of  provisions, 
!iim  of  the  monopoly  tliey  exercise  in  this  necessary 
branch  of  trade,  and  paints  in  vivid  colorrs  the  misery  which  is 
consequent  to  it.  The  prince  grow  s  warm,  gets  into  a  passion, 
swears  that  he  will  put  a  stop  to  such  scandalous  proceedings,  that 
he  will  cause  to  be  punished  tliose  wlio  tlius  abuse  the  king's  con¬ 
fidence.  In  tlie  meantime,  if  the  English  should  attempt  to  land, 
he  will  place  himself  at  the  head  of  tlie  inhabitants  to  repel  them. 

Nadau  fails  not  to  repeat  tliis  conversation.  Enthusiasm  and 
conlidence  are  excited  by  it.  The  fermentation  even  reaches  Fort 


St  Pierre  where  the  marquis  of  Caylus  then  was,  and  who  laugh¬ 
ed  at  this  cabal  which  he  expected  to  annilillate  with  a  single 
frown.  However,  reports  were  coming  to  him  from  every  quarter, 
lie  <rlvcs  orders  to  the  commandant  of  the  Cul-dc-sac  Martin  t^

send  the  count  de  Tarnaud  to  him,  or  ii  he  is  a  person  of  rank  to 
bring  himself.  Naduu  answers  that  the  person  at  his  house  is,  be¬ 
yond  all  doubt,  the  hertditarv  prince  of  Modena  ;  that  the  prince 
is  sick  and  cannot  go  to  St.  Pierre.  The  governor,  on  receiving 
this  message,  despatches  the  captain  of  las  guards  accompanied  by 
another  orticer,  and  charges  tlieni  with  a  letter  for  the  count  de 
Tarnaud,  by  wliich  lie  invites  him  to  come  to  St.  Pierre.  The 
count  or  prince,  w^hichyou  please,  reads  the  letter  and  says  to  the 
envoys  ;  'Fell  your  master  that  1  am  to  all  others  the  count  de 
d'arnaud,  but  to  him,  Hercules  Rinaldo  d’Este.  If  he  wishes  to 
see  me  let  him  come  half-way  ;  let  him,  in  lour  or  live  days  lienee, 
go  to  Port  Royal  ;*  I  will  be  there.” 

The  messengers  had  their  doubts  when  they  set  out  on  their 
errand  :  they  returned  persuaded.  Tlic  marquis  himself  began 
not  to  know  what  to  think  of  the  matter.  There  is  no  doubt 
about  its  being  the  prince,"'*  said  the  captain  of  the  guards:  — 

G**d  (this  was  the  officer  who  accompanied  him)  was  struck 
with  his  likeness  to  the  duchess  of  Perithievre  his  sister,  and  espe¬ 
cially  to  the  duchess  his  mother.  Besides  Nadau  is  so  sure  of  the 
fact  that  he  must  have  proofs  of  it  ;  if  he  conceals  them,  it  is  in 
order  to  lay  a  snare  tor  y  ou.  'I’ake  care  \vhat  you  are  about.’" — 
The  governor,  borne  along  by  the  general  conviction,  and  perhaps 
disturbed  by  the  consciousness  of  his  own  improper  conduct,  at 
last  gives  up  the  point.  He  goes  into  his  drawing-room  wh#‘re  tiic 
company  were  expecting  the  result  of  his  message.  An  officer 
had  just  been  laying  a  wuger  that  the  pretended  count  de  Tarnaud 
was  not  the  prince  ot  M  odena  ;  the  governor  told  Jilm  he  had  lost.f

the  contrary,  say  they,  if  we  forbid  their  perusal,  the  prohibition 
will  of  itself,  be  sufficient  to  excite  in  the  minds  of  youth,  a  desire 
to  know  the  contents  ot  a  work  they  are  so  peremptorily  Ibrbid- 
den  to  read,  and  the  idea  of  tlieir  parent’s  having  expressed  liis 
fear  of  their  seeing  them,  will  tend  to  add  strength  to  the  inculca¬ 
tions  of  immoral  doctrines  and  precepts  therein  contained. 

This  is  the  argument  in  favour  of  permitting  youth  to  peruse 
the  works  of  V^olney,  Paine,  Voltaire,  &c. 

Put,  let  parents  beware  how  they  thus  Indulge  their  children — 
Youtli  is  a  season  in  winch  impressions  are  most  easily  received. 
In  w’hic  h  the  <1  esires  and  passions  are  high  and  ready  to  seize  on 
any  thing  that  olfers  a  view  to  their  gratification.  The  ideas  of 
relio^lon  communicated  to  their  mind  tlirou^h  the  medium  of  these

infernal  doctrines,  may  be  lasting,  and  if  not  soon  eradicated, 
will  grow  with  their  growth  and  strengthen  wdth  their  strength,” 
and  when  too  late,  the  parent  will  perceive  his  son,  through  his 
folly,  hurrying  on  with  a  fatal  swiftness  to  perdition.

A  CONCISE  DESCRIPTION  OF  BABYLON, 

^  THE  w  ord  liAiiYi.ON  signifies  confusion,  or  mixture.  It  was 
til  e  capital  of  Chaldea.  “A  famous  city,  built  four  square,  sixto 
miles  in  circumference, yz/Veen  on  each  side.  The  walls  were  eighty 
seven  feet  thic  k,  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  I'eet  high,  on  which 
were  huilt  three  hundred  and  sixteen  towers,,  or  according  to  other 
accounts,  two  hundred  and  three  between  each  gate,  and 

seven  at  each  corner.  There  were  one  hundred  gaits,,  twenty-five 
on  each  side,  all  of  solid  brass.  From  these  ran  twenty-five  street.s 
crossing  one-another  at  right  angles,  each  one  hundred  and  ffty 
leet  wide,  and  fifteen  miles  in  length.  A  row  ol  houses  laced  the 
wall  on  every  side,  with  a  street  ol  two  hundred  leet  wide  between 
them  and  it.  Thus,  the  whole  city  was  divided  into  six  hundred 
and  seventy-sitp  squares,  each  of  which  was  four  and  an  halflnr 
longs  on  every  side.  All  aroun  d  th  ose  squares,  stood  the  houses 
fronting  the  streets,  and  the  empty  space  vvitliin  served  as  gardens 
and  for  other  needful  uses.”
